To Heavy Fines By Ordinance 


The sprinkling ban w'as further 
tightened in Arlington Heights this 
week with the passage of an or­ 
dinance at the village board m eet­ 
ing Tuesday night, declaring 
an 
em ergency and curtailing the use 
of water. 
Under the provision of the ordin­ 
ance sprinkling is strictly prohibit­ 
ed, as is the use of w ater under 
pressure for purposes other than 
required for sanitation and health. 
Die connection of a hose or other 
sprinkling device to a w’ater faucet 
or spigot shall be ‘‘prim a facie” 
evidence of sprinkling.

ANOTHER provision of the or­ 
dinance sets fines for violators at 
$25 minimum and $200 maximum, 
and provides that the village presi­ 
dent may lift the ban when, in his 
judgment,- there is sufficient w ater 
to perm it sprinkling. 
Board m em bers and the village 
president differ considerably 
on 
what needs to be done to solve the 
water problem that has plagued the 
village this year.

REPEATED USE of sickness or 
tiredness over a long period of 
time as an excuse for laziness or 
to draw attention and win sym­ 
pathy has a bad effect on an in­ 
dividual. Some people begin as 
children and become acute hypo­ 
chondriacs later. Some people by 
constant self suggestion develop 
real physical or mental illnesses. 
Some doctors say that constant 
use of a specific imaginary ill­ 
ness as an excuse sometimes build 
up a subconscious reaction which 
makes a person liable to that ill­ 
ness. People who think and talk 
about their illness too much can 
develop such things as cancer, liv­ 
er 
or 
kidney 
trouble 
thrugh 
the power of suggestion.

AS LONG AS YOU have the com­ 
monsense to admit to yourself that 
you are faking sickness for a spec­ 
ific reason, you are OK. Once you 
reach the point where you want to 
be sick, like as not you will be 
granted your wish. 
Most people do not feel too well 
much of the time. Their illness 
comes, however, not from failure 
of bodily funciton, but from mis­ 
use of their body such as improper 
eating, unhealthy habits, lack

Seventh District Juniors Plan 
Annual Autumn Sights Benefit 


Once again it is time for junior 
club women of the seventh district 
to start working and making plans 
for the district junior project. The 
work on the project will be done 
by the combined efforts 
of all 
members of junior clubs in the 
seventh district affiliated with tile 
General 
Federation of Women s 
clubs and the Illinois Federation oi 
Women’s clubs. 
Junior clubs in­ 
cluded are Junior Womans Club of 
Des Plaines, Edison Park Junior 
Womans club, Arlington Heights 
Junior Womans club and the Roll­ 
ing Meadows Junior Womans club. 
The Project selected this year 
will again be the Wheeling Braille 
school in Wheeling. Proceeds from 
the benefit, Autumn Sights, last 
year amounted to $1200 and was 
used to equip the Braille class­ 
room, with 
special 
type 
desks, 
typewriters, paper, and stylus. 
Last year 6 children attended 
the school. If they are of regular 


school age they are also in classes 
with the other children. A blind 
child can begin learning Braille at 
the age of 3. With the blind child 
attending classes with the sighted 
child, each adjusts to the other and 
is in his own way h e l p i n g the 
other. The principal of the school, 
Jack 
Norris, 
recommends 
the 
combination. 
B e f o r e the Wheeling Braille 
classroom became a reality, the 
Northwest Suburban blind children 
were sent to Chicago school of 
Special Education. But the Chicago 
schools have no room or facilities 
f o r the suburban handicapped 
child due to the city’s own in­ 
creased handicapped. This meant 
that the child was sent away from 
his home and family to the Jack­ 
sonville Sight Saving and Braille 
school or no education 
at all. 
Something had to be done because 
there are approximately 20 blind 
or partially blind children in the

T WAS ABOUT 30 YEARS AGO that Elmer Wick- 
ersham converted Old Orchard from a farm into a 
golf course. 
The course was his pride and joy’, but he was in­ 
terested in it only as a place to play golf which is, however, the 
prime purpose for putting in the 18 greens, tees, and fairways. 
Wickersham paid little attention to club house facilities, hut 
concentrated on maintenance of a good golf course. 
He planted shrubs all the way around the property’, which 
for the last 20 years base formed a very’ effective fencing for 
the course. 
M lckersham planted ail the trees, which include 
a beautiful lane of red maples leading from Rand road to the 
clubhouse. 
The course has 27 holes, of which nine were designed pri­ 
marily for ladies’ play’. 
The regular nine has a yardage of 6.102 
from regular tees and 6.670 from the back tees with a par of 
36-36: 71. 
Mr. Wickersham died several years ago and his wife 
continued'as owmer of the course until this past year. 
Old Orchard is the home course of the Arlington Cardinals 
high school team coached bv jovial Curtis Larsen, who have 
enjoyed unusual success at the links sport the past IO years. 
West Suburban tournament has been held at Old Orchard and 
last spring the state district tourney was held there.

LD ORCHARD has so many twilight and daytime lea­ 
gues we vyrnrt go into a listing. T he short nine makes 
such arrangements possible without cutting down on regular 
daily fee playing. 
There is heavy play but little waiting to go 
out at Old Orchard. 
Daytime ladies' leagues even have the ad­ 
vantage of an experienced baby sitter to take care of the chil­ 
dren with a nice play area well equipped to interest the young­ 
er generation. 
There is only one lighted golf course in existence in the 
United States today. 
Old Orchard's management is consider­ 
ing lighting nine holes. 
The idea is in the blueprint stage,

the years from 1933 to 1940. 
We always thought the 3 par 3

As far as diffi­ 
culty goms we have alwa\s found holes I and 3 the hardest to 
power. 
Number I is a dog leg to the left around a line of tree* 
420 yards in length, while number 3 is a long, straight, flat 420 
'-aid hole with the green en the edge of a pond and a laige 
rolling putting surface, which must be approached from the 
front to play the hole in regulation figures.

AN ORDINANCE DECLARING AN 
EMERGENCY AND CURTAILING 
THE USE OF WATER: 
WHEREAS, unusual demands oc­ 
casioned by the hot weather have 
caused a shortage of w ater to m eet 
all demands of the citizens of the 
Village of Arlington Heights; and 
WHEREAS,* the curtailm ent of 
unlimited use of water is necessary 
for the Public health, safety and 
welfare; and 
WHEREAS, 
an 
emergency 
is 
deemed to exist; Now, Therefore: 
BE IT ORDAINED by the Presi­ 
dent and Board of Trustees of the 
Village of Arlington Heights, Cook 
County, Illinois; 
SECTION I. 
That the President 
and Board of Trustees find and de­ 
clare an emergency to exist insofar 
as the w ater supply of the Village 
is concerned.

The connection of a 
hose or other sprinkling device to a 
w ater faucet or spigot shall be 
prim a facie evidence of sprinkling.

But Dr. John B. Hall, di­ 
rector of the county health depart­ 
ment, points out that it’s also just 
the weather fqr food poisoning. 
The doctor says the bacteria that 
poison food grow faster 
in 
this 
warm weather.

They 
thrive 
particularly, 
he 
points out, in such popular picnic 
and hot weather foods as potato 
salad, cold meats 
and 
left-over 
poultry, 
To make sure that what you eat 
on your next picnic is okay, 
the 
health director recommends sev­ 
eral- precautions. 
Put the food in the refrigerator 
as soon as it is prepared and keep 
it there until you are ready 
to 
leave. 
If food must be cooled before it 
is put in the refrigerator, be sure 
you cover the container. 
If*the meat you’re going to take 
along comes wrapped 
in 
cello­ 
phane, break the wrapping—a tight 
cellophane wTapping can keep out 
air and prevent adequate cooling. 
Don’t worry about what you ate 
yesterday, advises Dr. Hall—not 
unless you have already begun to 
feel some ill effects. He says food 
poisoning usually occurs from 2 to 
3 hours after the bad food is eaten.

Historic Trees 
Can Be Saved By 
Local Communities 


Insects, 
disease, 
storms, 
and 
man’s neglect are all taking their 
toll of historic landmark trees, last 
living reminders of our nation’s 
heritage. 
This 
is the warning 
sounded by Martin L. Davey Jr., 
president of Davey Tree Expert 
Co. in an article in the September 
issue 
of 
“Popular 
Gardening” 
magazine. 
Although nearly everyone is a 
tree lover, too few arc taking time 
to observe what is happening to 
these reminders of our past, Mr. 
Davey continues. And, of those 
who observe, few do anything about 
it. 
The article cites numerous ex­ 
amples of historic trees that have 


’been saved by private citizens, 
towns, civic groups, colleges, and 
big corporations as well as trees 
that have been lost because of neg­ 
lect and indifference. 
To organize a program of pre­ 
serving these historic trees, the 
article suggests that garden clubs 
and other interested organizations 
compile a list of any famous trees 
in their town. Next, tree specialists 
should be consulted to determine 
the condition of the trees, and the 
best steps to preserve them. 
Time and effort are needed to

3. Removal of housing from our 
inventory, through demolition, con­ 
demnation, or other withdrawal, is 
estimated to be at the rate of 
250.000 to 300.000 units yearly, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics reports.

“ THESE FIGURES,** the board 
president said, “demonstrate that 
production is roughly meeting the 
year-by-year demand. 
In 
other 
words, the annual production of 1.2 
million approximates the sum of 
family formations (I million) and 
the removal from the inventory of 
250.000 units annually.

yards, pointed out, “Chicago leads 
all other m arkets in the increase 
of hogs sold on the open m arket. 
Our salable hog receipts are up 
27 per cent in the first seven 
months of this year.” This com­ 
pares with the following increases 
at other m ajor m arkets: Kansas 
City, 2 per cent; Sioux City, IO 
per cent; East St. Louis, 15 per 
cent; Indianapolis, 20 per cent; 
St. Joseph, 22 per cent; St. Paul, 
23 per cent, and Omaha, 25 per 
cent. 
Chicago’s big rise in hog re­ 
ceipts is partly accounted for by 
the 15 per cent increase in pigs 
farrowed last fall in Illinois, Iowa, 
and Indiana. 


“M O R E IMPORTANT. 
how­ 
ever,” explains Mr. Prince, “the 
great increase in Chicago’s 
hog 
receipts reflects the desire of farm ­ 
ers to seek a m arket with broad 
packer demands where m any buy­ 
ers insure the top dollar for their 
hogs—a broad m arket where no 
one buyer influences price.” 
“Contributing also 
to 
the 
in­ 
creased hog m arketings at Chi­ 
cago,” continued Prince, “ is the 
new' fast rail schedules for live­ 
stock shipments to the east inaug­ 
urated April 25. In the first three 
months of the ‘hotshot’ train serv­ 
ice, rail shipm ents of hogs E ast­ 
ward from Chicago increased by 
43 per cent over the M ay-July per­ 
iod of 1954.”

Farm People 


Are Asking 


by JULIUS BERMAN 


NW district m anager 
Social Security Administration 
In m y last article I described 
conditions under which a family 
arrangem ent for the operation of 
a farm could be an actual partner­ 
ship or joint venture, where hus­ 
band and wife, or father and child, 
could each be considered self-em­ 
ployed farm ers for social security 
purposes. 
There are other family 
farm 
enterprises that are also agricul­ 
tural 
self-emplovment. 
I 
shall 
describe two of them widely pre 
valent in farm areas throughout 
the country. 
* 
* 
* 
FROM TIME imm em orial, farm 
wives, and other m em bers of farm 
households have engaged in farm 
enterprises on the side. “Egg mon­ 
ey” is a term sometimes used to 
describe the income from such a 
business because raising chickens 
and selling eggs is often the source 
of this special income. 
If a special activity like that is 
really part of the general farm en­ 
terprise, and feeding, housing, and 
tending the chickens or other farm 
animals are m erely part of the 
overall 
■work 
of 
operating 
the 
farm , there’s no separate business 
or enterprise. In such case, the 
m em ber of the fam ily who engages 
in such work is not self-employed 
but is m erely helping out the ac­ 
tual farm operator. 


ON OTHER HAND, if the farm 
wife, or other m em ber of the farm 
family, conducts a separate busi 
ness wholly on her own, pays the 
expenses involved, and keeps all 
the income separate from that de 
rived from the other farm opera 
tions, she is self-employed in her 
own right for social security pur­ 
poses. However, m erely doing the 
chores, helping with the harvest­ 
ing etc. doesn’t make the wife or 
other m em ber of the family either 
the farm er’s employee or a self­ 
employed person. 
By the sam e token a farm er’s 
son who engages in some special 
farm work on a farm otherwise 
m anaged and controlled by his par 
ent, this work being his own in 
dividual enterprise, is a self-em­ 
ployed 
farm er. 
This 
does not 
m ean that a 
son 
whose 
father 
gives him a calf or other live­ 
stock to tend and raise is neces­ 
sarily engaged in a special farm ­ 
ing enterprise. However, if the son 
undertakes a 4-H or FFA project 
entirely on his own. keeps separ­ 
ate recores, pays the expenses and 
keeps the profits, he is a self­ 
employed farm er. The fact that 
his father m ay give him all kinds 
of free advice would not change 
the situation so long as the son 
has the right to m ake his own de­ 
cisions and act on them.

IF THE SON has net earnings 
of $400 or more in a year frotn 
activity he runs, such earnings 
will count toward his social secur­ 
ity. Under the law, he must file 
an income tax return and pay the 
self-employment tax regardless of 
how young h*e is and even if his 
earnings are so low that he doesn’t 
have to pay any income tax. 
Some m ay ask what use social 
security is to a youngster. It has 
two early values. First, as soon as 
a young farm er has worked for 
two “ crop years’* under social se 
curitv, he is insured, which m eans 
that in case of his untimely death, 
a modest l u m p sum payment 
would be m ade toward burial ex-11 
pense*. More im portantly, as soon 
as the young m an has a family, 
his wife and baby would have sub­ 
stantial 
insurance 
protection, 
which would pay monthly cash 
benefits to the young m other and 
child if the head of the family 
were to die.
